Prompt Action Taken to Check the’ 


Cholera Invasion. 


Twenty Days’ Quarantine Established 
at All Ports. 


THE PLAGUE THE ONLY TOPIC AT NEW 
YORE TO-DAY. 


Its Banner, the Yellow Flag, Floats Over 
the Steamer Moravia—Health Officers 
Have No Doubt That the Deaths on 
Passage Were Dueto Genuine Asiatic 
Cholera—Other Snips From Europe De- 
tained at Quarantine—American Cities 
Prepare for the Scourge. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—President Harrison 
end party reached Washington this morning 
a few minutes before 9 and were at once 
driven to the Executive Mansion. The 
President’s unexpected return to the capital 
at this time was wholly due to his desire to 
consult with the members of his 
Cabinet In the city as to what 
further measures, if any, should be 
adopted by the Government to prevent the 
introduction of cholera in this country. 
Secretary Charles Foster and Attorney- 
General Miller are the only members of the 
Cabinet now here and the President asked 
them to meet-+him this morning. The Presi- 
dent though not alarmed fully comprehends 
the gravity of the situation and nothing will 
be left undone to lessen the chances of 
cholera coming here. 

The President also requested the 
presence of Dr. Wiman, Supervisor-General 
of the Marine Hospital Service, and Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Spaulding to be 
present at the conference. 

The President, only pausing to take break- 
fast after his arrival,immediately summoned 
the gentlemen for consultation. 

Attorney General Miller was called into the 
conference todefinethe power of the Presi- 
dent to suspend the operation of the law ad- 
mitting immigrants intothe United States 
during the prevalence of a pestilence abroad, 
also to give his opinion as to what extent the 
prohibition of immigration could be enforced 
under the State quarantine regulations and 
in a word to counse!] with the President upon 
all matters affecting his legal powers to act. 
Secretary Foster as the head of the Treasury 
Department, which has the direct enforce- 
ment of the immigration. laws, as well as to 
the general supervision of the Marine Hos- 
pital service, was present to inform the 
President. as to what’ action had 
already been taken, and Assistant 
Secretary Spaulding and Dr. Wyman, as the 
officers under whose personal direction all 
action is taken, were there to inform the 
President asto the detalls of the work al- 
ready done and contemplated, and to receive 
such suggestions ashe deemed wisein the 
premises to put into practical effect. 

Private Secretary Halford, while the con- 
ference was in session, said to representa- 
tives of the press that there was no likelihood 
of the President issuing a proclamation on 
the subject, nor was there any occasion for 
unnecessary alarm, The President has 
deemed it prudent to come here and person- 
ally confer with his associates on the cholera 
situationand acquaint himself with what 
had been done rather than make the subject 
one of correspondence. 

The latter course would involve considera- 
ble time and labor and not be nearly as sat- 
isfactory. The President, added Mr. Hal- 
ford,will remain in Washington several days, 
and longer if necessary, until everything 
that can be done is done to keep out cholera. 

The President expressed himself during 
the consultation, which lasted two hours, as 
entirely satisfied with the steps thus far 
taken by all the United States officers. 

Asaresult of the conference, which ad- 
journea at 12 o’clock, a circular will be 
issued by the Treasury Department. this 
afternoon,approved by the President, giving 
supplemental instructions to Collectors of 
Customs and Marine Hospital officers con- 
cerning further restrictions to prevent the 
introduction of cholera into the United 
States. 

Additional inspectors are being appointed 
fn the New England States, along the Cana- 
dian border. Medical inspection will be 
established at St. Albans, Newport, Rich- 
ford and Island Pond, Va. 

TWENTY DAYS’ QUARENTINE. 

The circular to be issued by the Treasury 
Department as a result of to-days conference 
will, sald Secretary Foster, this 
afternoon, amount practically to a 
twenty-days’ quarantine of vessels, or 
longer if necessary. It will be enforced 
where it is in non-contravention of State 
laws. Theissuance of the circular may be 
delayed somewhat owing to the desire of the 
Treasury Departmentto publish at the same 
time an opinion of the Attorney-General 
bearing on the question of certain rights of 
the Government in the matter which itis 
thought should accompany the circular. 

Washington was the center of interest to- 
day, for the reason that it was believed the 
President would issue a proclamation clos- 
ing allthe ports of the United States against 
immigration from Europe durimg the prev- 
alence of the plague. While this un- 
precedented step has not been taken, the 
strengthening of the hands of quarantine 
offices is a long stride in. that dfrection. 

The fact that there are now thousands of 
Americans on the ocean en route from sum- 
mer tours of Europe probably had much in- 
fluence in restraining the President from tak- 
ing the step so strongly urged upon him of 
practically closing our ports against all for- 
eigners until the subsidence of the pest in 
Europe. 

DISINFECT THE MAILS. 

The Postmaster-General is determined that 
cholera shall not be admitted to the United 
States throuzh the mails if the Post-office 
Department can prevent it, and 
to-day he signed a letter instructing 
the Superintendent of Foreign Malls

MEETS WITH FAVOR. 

The announced intention of the authorities 
to issue the circular, prescribinga thorough 
fumigation of all mails arriving from all 
cholera infected countries and a detention of 
twenty days at quarantine for all vessels 
sailing on andafter to-day carrying immi- 
grants, meets with general favor every: 
where the subject is broached and the Presi- 
dent and his advisors are heartily com- 
mended for the action they have agreed to 
take. It is saidthat the quarantine pro- 
posed is to be applied to vessels from 
all ports, although it is assumed 
that heaith officers will have discretion in 
the matter and will be allowed to act as they 
see fit in the case of vessels that come from 
non infected ports and that have ciean bills 
of heaith. 

The practical effect of a declaration of a 
twenty days’ quarantine it Is believed will be 
to stop {mmivration from Europe for the time 
peing and thts will be brought about 
a result which the popular mind 
believes to be desirable at this 
time. Steamship companies, it is argued, 
will not care to bring immigrantsto this 
country and support them fora long period 
before they are allowed to land, as such 
traffic would be very unprofitable.§The proc- 
lamation ofatwenty days’ quarantine would 
be notice to foreign Governments that imimi- 
gration for the present is not desirable. 

The Governor of Michigan telegraphed to 
Secretary Charles Foster to-day asking that 
an inspection force be provided with|medical 
inspection along our borderat the point 
named by the Governor, in addition to the 
immigration inspection already in force,and 
that he would establish medical inspection 
at any point where there was danger of 
cholera. 


TEXT OF THE CIRCULAR.

' WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 1, 1892. 

To Collectors of Customs, Medical Officers of the 
Marine Hospital Service, Foreign Steamship 
Companies, State and Local Boards of Health: 
Ithaving been officially declared that cholera is 

prevailing in various portions of Russia, Germany 

and France and at certain portsin Great Britain, as 
well asin Asia; and it having been made to appear 
that immigrants in large numnbers are 
coming into the United States from 
the infected districts aforesaid, and 
that they and their personal effects are liable to in- 
troduce cholera into the United Scates, and that 
vessels conveying them are thereby a direct menace 
to the public health; and it having been further 
shown that under the laws of the 
several States quarantine detentions may be im- 
posed on these vessels a sufficient length of time to 
insure against the introduction of contagious dis- 
eases it is hereby ordered that no vessel froa muny for- 
eign portcarrying immigrants shall be admitted to 
enter atany port ofthe United States until said 
vessels shali have undergone a quarantine deten- 
tion of twenty days (unless such detention is fore 
bidden by the lawsof the State orthe regulations 
made thereunder) and of such greater number of 
days as maybe fixed in each special case by the 

State authorities. 

This circular to take immediate effect, except in 
cases of vessels afloat at this date, which will be 
made the subject of special consideration upon due 
application tothe Department d

THE YELLOW FLAG. 


SIGN OF THE PLAGUE FLOATS OVER THE MORA- 
VIA—SHIPS AT QUARANTINE. 


New YorkK, Sept. 1.—The steamship Mora- 
via, which arrived from Hamburg on Tues- 
day night, having had twenty-two deaths 
from cholera among her passengers during 
the trip, was ordered this morning down to 
the lower quarantine, two miles south of 
Swinburne Island. She lay in Gravesend Bay

RETURNING TOURISTS. 

Some anxiety was felt for the welfare of the 
passengers on the Lahn and Gallia as many 
of her passengers were known to have come 
through some of the infected localities. 
Both vessels came into port last night. 
Coming from SBremen_= and freighted 
as she was with 
ing tourists who have passed 
through many places in Europe that have 
become infected with the plague, the Lahn 
was regarded with suspicion by Drs. Jenkins 
and his deputies, She hason board 264 sa- 
loon passengers and 483 emigrants. These 
latter are for the most part Germans, witna 
fair sprinkling of Russian Jews. 

Considerable excitement was occasioned by 
the report that the Captain of the Moravia 
went ashore on Staten Isiand last night. 
Health Officer Jenkins acknowledged that 
such was the fact, and saidthat he immedl- 
ately ordered the Captain back tohis ship. 
Dr. Jenkins stated, however, that the Cap- 
tain had had no intercourse with the infected 
part of the ship. 

**T?m not prepared to say that the cases of 
so-called ‘cholerine’ aboard the Moravia is 
cholera beyonda doubt,’’ Dr. Jenkins. said 
to areporter this morning. ‘‘Dr. Byron is 
now making a bacteriological examination of 
the bed clothing taken from the two women 
who are convalescent. and until he reports Il 
cannot absolutely pronounce the disease 
cholera. ’’ 

In spite, however, of the health officer’s 
caution there is little, if any, doubt among 
the officials at the quarantine station that 
cholerine in thecaseof the Moravia is but 
another name for the plague, and, therefore, 
the black ship, flying the yellow flag, was the 
center of interest about the station. Dr. 
Jenkins admitted that many of the symptoms 
reported by Dr. Israel, the ship’s surgeon, 
were present in no known disease but Asiatic 
cholera. 

STEAMERS AT ANCHOR. 

When the work of the health officers at 
quarantine was begun to-day at 5:27a. m. 
there were riding atanchorin the quarantine 
waters the steamers Circassia, Veendam, 
Teutonic, Lahn, Galllaand city of Washing- 
ton. Thefirsttwo named vessels began to- 
day their third day of detention, the Teu- 
tonic its second, and the three last named 
their first. 

At 7 o’clock the immigrant steamer Olinda 
was reported off Sandy Hook, and soon after 
8 o’clock she joined the fleet inside the upper 
bay. She comes from Oporto and various 
other Mediterranean ports by way of Boston, 
from which port she sailed on Aug. 30, and as 
she was there subjected to quarantine regu- 
lations it is not expected that she will be de- 


tained after to-day. 

Of the new arrivals here to-day the Galila 
and Lahn are the only ones that come from 
European ports. The City of Washington 
comes from Havana and will be detained un- 
tilto-morrow. The Gallia fs one of the small 
passenger steamers of the Cunard line and it 
is devoted chiefiy to carrying immigrants 
from Liverpool and Queenstown. She sailed 
frem the former port on Aug. 23 and from 
the latter the following day. Both those 
dates are prior to the outbreak of cholera in 
Liverpool, and ft is not believed that any of 
her passengers were affected by the disease, 
It was decided, however, to subject her to 
the usual quarantine regulations, She ar- 
rived early this morning. 

Dr. Jenkins’ deputies said that intheir be- 
lief the reason there were no fresh cases of 
cholera on the Moravia liesin the fact that 
her officers and crew have been condensing 
the Hamburg water for the last five days. 
They profess not to be alarmed over the pos. 
sibility ofanother outbreak. Cholera is ex- 
pected top either develop within the quaran- 
tine limits or arrive hereinits active stage, 
hence there are many efforts to procure 
nurses, 

A meeting of the Board of Health was heid 
this morning at which Dr. Jenkins Was pres- 
ent. The board appointed fifty special 
cholera inspectors, forty-fiVe of whom had 
been members ofthe corps of summer phy- 
sicians. Dr. Jenkins said he had no fear that 
the pilot of the Moravia would scatter cholera 
rerms about as he was on the bridge all the 
time. ¢ 

Commisstoner Gilroy of the Department of 
Public Works to-day issued orders to the chief 
engineer of the Croton aqueduct to have the 
full force of Inspectors of Nulsancesin the 
Croton water shed begin at oncea thorough 
inspection and patrol of all the streams, 
reservoirs, lakes and ponds tributary tothe 
city’s water supply. If the present force is 
not sufficient the engineer is directed to ap- 
pointas many additional inspectors as may 
be needed, 

NOT IN THE AI 

Dr. Talmadge of Health 
Staffat Quarantine says in 
cholera contagion: ‘‘It cannot be too dis- 
tinctiv understood that cholera cannot be 
taken through theatir. Itisnot in the air. 
The only way to get the disease is tu take 
the germs inthe stomach or bowels either 
with food or through the medium of contam.- 
inated water. The germs must be swallowed 
in some way or you cannot have cholera. 

‘*Oholera is infectious, but not contagious. 
I might bring cholera germs with me and 
brush against you, but unless the germs fall 
into the stomach—as they might in a hundred 
ways, by passing the hand tothe mouth, by 
eating anything handled by or near infected 
people—there would be no cholera, The 
food, ant! especially drink, is what should 
be particularly watched in times of cholera.’’ 

This is reassuring to the people of Staten 
Island, who have become somewhat panicky 
since the ship Moravia came s0 near their 
homes yesterday. They imagined that chol- 
era germs floated around inthe air, and that 
a strong breeze from the bay might waft 
swarms of them over the island. This was 
also the belief of the summer residents at 
Bath Beach and other places along Grave- 
send Bay, where the Moravia was anchored 
for a long time yesterday. 

It is reported this morning that some peo- 
ple became so frightened that they packed up 
immedtately and started for home, and that 
even the residents were afraid to go out for 
fear of swallowing a microbe. i 

LOOKING OVER THE SHIPS. 

Dr. Jenkins’ first work this morning was to 
assign Dr. Talmadge, his chief deputy, tothe 
Lahn. Dr, Talmadge was directed to ex- 
amine every passenger, both cabin 
and steerage, and to see that the 
ship was tumigated throughout. The 
morning papers had got aboard the steamer 
before the doctor came alongside, and the 
passengers were not surprised, though they 
were much annoyed when Dr. ‘lalmadze an-

last night and at daybreak hoisted the yellow 
flag, warning all vesselsto give her a wide 
berth. Nonew cases of disease have broken 
out among her passengers. 

Dr. Talmadge, after working among the 
vessels inthe upper quarantine this morn- 
ing, visited the Moravia. He was met by 
Capt. Shiele andthe ship’s doctor and the 
three made atourofthe ship. The two pas- 
sengers attacked with the disease on the 
voyage here were found to be on a fair road 
to recovery. 

The Moravia’s passengers will have a bath 
this afternoon. The steamer will remain be- 
low Swinburne Island until the healtn ofi- 
cers are certain that all trace of the plague is 
removed from her. 

Dr. Jenkins, before leaving quarantine this 
morning toattenda meeting of the Health 
Board, said he was not prepared to say to- 
day that the disease inthe Moravia was true 
Asiatic cholera. 

Dr, Jenkins announced this morning that 
he was going to have four special harbor pl- 
lots appointed to patrol the bay, with orders 
to shoot any One attempting to board any of 
the quarantined vessels. 

All the big transatlantic steamships sched- 
uled toarrive up to to-day have been heard 
from, Their lists bave been received and. 
announcement made by the health 
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nounced that they were to be detained at 
| least twenty-four hours. There was consid- 
|erable grumbling and many appeals were 
made to the doctor to alter his 
aecision. The first cabin passengers 
first marched in single file before’ the 
two doctors, Dr. Sanborn accompanying Dr. 
Talmadge. Each passenger was closely 
scrutinized. They were all found to be in 
good health. The examination of the second 
cabin passengers followed, with the same 
good result. The examination of the steer- 
age passengers occupied considerable time, 
and at its conclusion the doctors were 
giad to inform Capt. MHellmers’ of 
the Lahn that there was no sickness of 
any kindon board, Capt. Hellmers informed 
the doctors that his passengers enjoyed ex- 
ceptionally good health during the entire 
voyage, none of them suffering from any 
trouble except seasickness. The Captain 
was then instructed to fumigate his vessel 
thoroughly, and to remain in quarantine 
until he got permission to leave. 
Their permission wili not be given 
until to-moriow atthe earliest and not then 
unless Dr, Jenkins deems it prudent. This 
afternoon the 483 immigrants will board the 
transfer steamboat George Starr and will be 
transferred to Hoffman Island, where they 
will receive a salt water bath. Dr. Byron 
will superintend this work and will see that 
neither soap nor labor is spared to cleanse 
the immigrants. 

From the Lahn the doctors went to the 
steamer Gallia. There they were met by the 
ship's doctor and were assured that there 
had been no sickness of any character on the 
} er during her passage, and there was 

mo one on board suffering from

ber 1,178 in all, divided as_ fol- 
lows: First-class, 110; second class, 118; 
and third class 950. ‘The examination of the 
entire number occupied nearly two hours and 
on his return tothe shore Dr. Talmadge an- 
nounced that her passengers were all healthy. 
She, too, will be detained though until to- 
morrow at the earliest and perhaps longer. 

The Gallia has on board 275 Russian Jews 
and 140 Poles, both of which classes are re- 
garded with suspicion by the quarantine 
officials. Dr. Talmadge ordered both classes 
to be divided from the other immigrants when 
he went aboard the steamer, and their 
examination was conducted separately and 
with extreme care. 

In the cases of the other immigrants, they 
were of course examined carefully, but with 
the Russian Jews and Poles each one was ex- 
amined by the two physicians, and where 
even the faintest suspicion attached itself to 
one of the party the person was taken out 
of the ‘line and  fré-e¢xamined. After 
every precaution had been taken, the 
physicians consulted with each other anda 
came to the conclusion that there was no 
occasion ofalarm because of cholera from 
any of the suspected immigrants. During 
their stay aboard the shipthe Russian Jews 
will be kept separate from the others. 

The doctors, however, found nine children 
suffering from the measles and two with 
chicken pox, The Gallia and Lahn will prob- 
ably be held in quarantine until to-morrow. 

SHIPS RELEASED. 

After filing his report onthe two steamers 
Dr. Talmadge went outto-fthe steamer Cir- 
cassia and from there to the 
Teutonic, On both ships he 
found that his orders had been 
strictly carried out and, as he believed that 
there could be no danger in allowing both 
ships to goupto their respective wharves, 
they were released and came up tothe city 
this afternoon. 

At3p. m. a bulletin from Quarantine says 
that everything is very quiet at present. Dr. 
Jenkins with four other medical men have 
gone down to Hoffman Island with supplies. 
Dr. Jenkins reports the result of the exami- 
nation of the bedding of the Moravia’s pas- 
sengers resulted negatively, no bacteria bee 
ing discovered. 

The health officials do not expect any more 
cases ofcholera to arrive here fora day or 
two, when the steamship Normanniais due 
from Southampton with 400 immigrants 
transferred from Hamburg to the latter 
port. As these immigrants left Hamburg 
several days after the epidemic had broken 
out there is some danger of the disease hav- 
ing broken out among them, 


NEW YORK’S ONLY TOPIO, 


PEOPLE OF THE GREAT CITY TALK OF NOTHING 
BUT CHOLERA. 


NEW YorK, Sept. 1.—There is but one ab- 
sorbing topic in this city to-day—cholera. It 
is injectedinto the home circle and into the 
business life of every taan, woman and child 
capable of reasoning in the metropolis. 
From the savantto the gamin, the proba- 
bilities and possibilities of its gaining a foot- 
hold in this country have been discussed. 
All admit the danger, but some cover their 
fears with assumed indifference, at the same 
time carefully perusing the numerous pre- 
ventives published in the papers and clip- 
ping from them a copy to be taken home and 
placed in the keeping ofthe housewlfe, with 
many injunctions as to their observance, 
Thisisthe time when the watering-places 
begin to return their crowds of seekers after 
fresh air and cool breezes to their winter 
homes in the city, but to-day, it is safe to 
say, the telegraph was freighted with 
anxious injunctions to absent ones to remain 
away. The first thought of the man whose 
family isin thecityis wherer send them 
away from the germs of death, now ap- 
parently threatening his loved ones. While 
there is confidence in the judgment and 
ability of the health officers, New York 
seems smaller than usual to many and the 
interior of the country away from the in- 
coming plague ships has attractions for 
even the most reckless. 

President Wilson and Dr. Edson, the sanil- 
tary superintendents, have been very busy 
making preparations for the reception and 
treatment of cholera patients. Arrange- 
ments have been almost perfected for the 
establishment of .a hospital; the site has 
been {chosen, and there remain only some 
trival matters of detailto be arranged. 'Un- 
til they have been settled the location of the 
hospital will not be made public, 

NO DOUBT IT IS CHOLERA, 

Dr. Edson says he has no doubt that the 
deaths on the steamship Moravia were 
caused by cholera, but Dr. Jenkins and Prof. 
Biggs were makinga bacteriological examl- 
nation and the result would be made public 
assoon as concluded. He says positively 
that thereisnot a case of cholera in this 
city. There have been a number of suspicious 
cases reported during the past week. These 
had all been investigated with great care ang 
were found to be no worse than aggravated 
summer complaints. 

lhe disinfecting corps of the Health De- 
partment has puton an emergency feeling 
and plans perfected by which a thorough dis- 
infection of the cellars, sinks and tenement 
house yards and the street gutters will be ac- 
complished whenever It is deemed necessary. 
The following orders in regard to cholera 
were read at the police roll-calls. 

‘‘Patrolmen areto report every violation 
of the sanitary laws on their posts promptly. 
They are to report at once any dead animal 
oranythingelsein the streets detrimental 
to public health, also all cases of sickness, 
contagious or otherwise, that may come 
under their notice; also tenement houses, 
stables, manufactories or cellars in filthy 
condition. They must arrest all peddlers 
vending unripe or rotten fruit or decaying 
fish, ete., and report unclean streets, ashes 
and garbage not removed or anything elise 
that they may observe on their posts which 
in® their judgment tnreatens the public 
health. Sergeants on desk duty must at 
once transmit to the central office all reports 
made by patrolmen and other officers on san- 
itary matters.’’ 

All such reports, as soon as they reach po- 
lice headquarters, will be forwarded to the 
Sanitary Bureau for investigation and the 
prompt abatement of the nuisance com- 
plained of will follow. 

Commissioner of Public Works Thomas F. 
Gilroy says: ‘*The city authorities are taking 
every possible precaution against the cholera 
and will continue soto do as long as there Is 
the slightest danger. In this department 
every bureau is working with might and 
main to carry out the directions which I gave 
to them in reference to precautionary meas- 
ures, and I expect to have reports as tothe 
work that has been done before the end 
of the week. All the departments of 
the city are working vVigorousiy to keep the 
scourge away.’’ 

The corporations, too, are taking a hand in 
the fight, The officers of the Long Island 
Railroad sent 2% communication to the 
Health Department asking for instructions as 
to what course should be pursued by their 
employes if there should bea Visitation of the 
cholera. 

ORDER OF THE HEALTH BOARD. 

The Board of Health at once sent a copy of

This room should be easily reached and have 
a watertight floor. Persons suffering from vomit- 
ing or purging should be placed in the room at once 
and the Heaith Board immediately notified, In it 
should be placed a barrel of disinfecting fluid (cor- 
rosive sublimate 1 part to 500 parts of water*) which 
fluid should be freely poured on all suspected cholera 
discharges (vomit and diarrhoeal) before their re- 
moval, which should immediately follow disinfec- 
tion, im a proper receptacle toa place of safety. 
When thoroughly saturated with the disinfecting 
fluid the discharges may be thrown into the river or 
sewer. 

All surfaces soiled with cholera discharges should 
be thoroughly scrubbed with the disinfectants, care 
being taken to permit none of the discharge to pass 
into cracks in the floor or through them te the sur- 
face beneath. 

The water closet basins should be kept coftstantly 
and thoroughly cleansed and disinfected. 

The floors of ferryboats, ferry-houses, railroad cars 
and depots should be scrubbed daily after thoroughly 
sprinkling with the disinfecting solution, and the 
sweepingr should be disinfected again before being 
thrown into the sewer or river. The above regula- 
tions are issued for the government of railroads, 
ferries, factories, ete., m this city only, as regula- 
tions will doubtiess pve issued upon this subject by 
the State board of Health and by the Health Boards 
of other cities.

PILOT ROFF’S STORY. 

The only man permitted to leavethe Mo- 
ravia was the pilot, John Roff, 

Mr. Roff was taken off the Moravia at 3:45 
o’clock yesterday afternoon when she was 
lying in Gravesend Bay. He boarded the 
health officers’ tug which took officials 
aboard to fumigate the vessel. The pilot did 
not land at Quarantine. The tug touched 
there for a minute and then wentto the 
bark Clyde River, upon which Roff was towed 
to the city. When he was landed at the 
Battery he went directly to “his home in 
Brooklyn. 

Pilot Roff was interviewed by your corre- 
spondent andthis is his story: ‘‘I boarded 
the Moravia about 4 o’clock Tuesday after- 
noon just off the lightshp, about forty miles 
out. Asthe vessel was so near port she of 
course required all my attention. I went 
upon the bridge at once and did not leave it 
until we came toanchor about 10 0’clock last 
night off quarantine. Then I went to bed. 
From thetime I went on board untill left 
the vesselI did not notice anything unusual 
among the officers, crew or passengers, ex- 
cept that the passengers seemed particu- 
larly anxious to get on shore, I was told 
that there had been sickness on the voyage 
andanumber of deaths. The deaths were 
amongchildren. I did not think anything 
ofitatthe time for nobody seemed to be at 
all alarmed.’’ 

‘*Was there any suspicion that there was 
cholera on board?’’ 

*‘Not the slightest sofar as I knew. Ido 
not think there was cholera on board myself. 
The ship did not leave Hamburg until Aug. 
18. At that time,.as I understand, it was 
not known that Hamburg was infected with 
cholera, or, in fact, that the disease had 
traveled outside of Russia.’’ 

‘‘Then the officers, crew and passengers of 
the Moravia had notany knowledge of the 
spread of the disease and the great fear it bas 
aroused on both sides of the Atlantic?’’ 

‘*‘None whatever. The first information 
they had was fromthe newspapers which I 
brought them on Tuesday afternoon,’’ 

‘‘Until then the surgeon had not the faint- 
est idea that there might be cholera 
aboard?’’ 

‘*Well, of course, I cannot speak of that 
positively, but I ddon’tthink he had. Idid 
not talk with the surgeon, so I don’t know 
what he thought aboutit. The general bellef 
was that those who died were suffering from 
cholera morbus. I think that’s what the 
trouble was. If the people on the _ ship 
thought there was cholera aboard it seems to 
me that they would have acted in an entirely 
different manner. When they readin the pa- 
pers about the cholera scare the officers 
seemed to be impressed withit. Up to that 
time I don’t think the slightest anxiety was 
felt. Those on board could not understand 
why the health officers made such a commo- 
tion and why the boat was turned down the 
bay. The officers and crew grumbled as 
much asthe passengers. No one could un- 
derstand what it all meant,’’ 

‘*Were the passengers at all frightened?’’ 

‘‘No, Ldon’tthink they were when I got 
aboard, butthey were very anxious to get 
ashore. I don’t suppose they will see the 
Battery inside of a week.’’ 

‘*What was supposed to be the cause of the 
sickness?’’ 

‘-Oh, the water, Isuppose; I don’t know,of 
course. Ididmy best to know about these 
things, but I had all I could do to get the ship 
into port.’’ 

; ‘‘What Kind of a passage did the boat 
lave?’’ 

‘*Very good, I belleve; they did not meet 
with any rough weather to speak of, She 
had an unusually quick passage. They don’t 
try tomake fast time. ' She does not carry 
anything but emigrants and freight.’’ 

**What is the character of the emigrants on 
board?’’ 

‘*Very good; in fact, they seemedto be as 
good a class asI have seen foralongtime. I 
understood they came from the interior, and 
only spentaday or two in Hamburg before 
they sailed.’’ 

‘*Did you learn how many deaths there 
were on the voyage?’’ ; 

‘*‘No, they did not tell me the exact num- 
ber, but | knewthat there had been several. 
This did not attract any particular attention, 
from the fact that they were nearly all chil- 
dren.’’ 

‘When did the sickness break out?’’ 

‘*Within a short time after they left port, I 
was told.’’ 

‘*Was there much sickness on the Moravia 
when you boarded her?’’ 

‘*] don’t know about that. I know that 
none of the crew was sick.’’ 

‘*Was there any objection to your leaving 
the ship?’’ 

‘ ‘No, be 

‘*Did the health officers insist upon fumi- 
gating you before you left the vessel?’’ 

‘*No, they did not. You see, I was onthe

DARING THE PEST. 

All the paperstried to get as near the 
plague ship as possible. Oneof these sent a 
yacht, which was permitted to godown the 
bay by the Health Officer, with the injunc- 
tion to Keep tothe windward. The big ship 
that has undergone such a fatal voyage was 
at anchor in Gravesend Bay. The approach 
of the yacht created no little excitement on 
board. Men, womenand children flocked to 
the port rails, waving handkerchiefs, shawis 
and hats. Up near the look-out’s chain was 
acomely woman, who hatied the yacht in 
Enuzlish, while nearly every one else was 
shouting saiutations and queries in the lan- 
guage of the fatherland,

A PLAGUE SHIP IN 1865, 

In 1865, when the cholera raged in many 
places, Dr. Swineburne was Health Officer 
at this port and Dr. Sayre was resident 
Physician. Dr, Swineburne was out of the 
city at the time the steamer Atlanta arrived, 
Nov. 4, with the cholera on board. Dr. Sayre 
was in charge and decided to keep the vessel 
inthe bay. Hefound that the cholera was 
confined to one section of the vessel and had 
originated with two persons who had come 
from Hamburg and had lived in a house in 
that city where cholera had broken out. The 
deaths on board had been confined to that 
end of the boat. 

Dr. Sayre immediately had the bunks near 
that section torn down and a partition buiit 
up separating it entirely from the remainder 
of the vessel, and did not allow any one from 
any other part of the ship to cross into the 
infected part. Dr. Sayre held then, as he 
now maintains, that infection is communi- 
cated by means of the bacilli and not by 
germs floating in the alr and that the spread 
of the dlsease, could be prevented by proper 
quarantine, ‘For these. views he was much 
abused by medical authorities at the time, 
but the precautions he had taken on board 
the Atlanta proved, he said, that his theory 
was correct, for not a single person in the 
vessel other than those who were in the in- 
fected portion ever was attacked by the 
cholera. In the infected portion the disease 
continued until it ran itself out. 

The health officers were given a place at 
Sandy Hook for cholera patients, and a hos- 

ita] was built. The Jerseymen, including 

heir Legislature, however, became 50 
alarmed that they had the hospital burned 
down, and the health officers were obliged to 
take an old hulk. 

Dr. Sayre thought a cholera hospital should 
be divided into three parts, without commu: 
nication between them. In one part all sus- 
pected cases should be put, in another those 
patients should be put who unmistakably haa 
the Asiatic cholera, and the third should be 
for cholera convalescents. 

It would not be right to place persons who 
had simply cholera morbus or other summer 
Br 7 infected patients. 

**If a vessel had cholera on board it should 
be thoroughly fumigated by charging it with 
chlorine fora couple of days. Of course the 
chlorine would destroy everything alive on 
board, inciuding the rats, and that would be 
avery good thing, batit would also destroy 
all gemrs. Thenthe hatches could be taken 
off and the people could return,’’ 

One reason why cnolera found persons un- 
hd gerbe Dr. Sayre thought, lay in the fact 
that after the epidemic passed everybody 
lost allfurther interest in the matter and 
further investigations of the dread disease, 
its workings and the proper methods for 
treating itand to prevent its spread were 
dropped and lost sight of. 


THE LESSON OF -1849, 
A health official discussing the methods of 
cholera prevention to-day said: ‘*‘New York 
should not forget the lesson taught in 1848 
and 1849. In 1848 there had been sufficient 
quarantine, but not enough disinfection, 
which was horribly apparent the following 


spring. The monster had been scorched, but 
not Killed. There were germs of the disease 
among the goods in the public stores on 
Staten Island, and when opportunity came 
they burst into life and bore the 
disease up to the city of New York. A 
more dreadful epidemic broke out than 
had ever been known before. The whole city 
was dominated by the terror inspired by the 
dreed disease, and mot until 5,000 persons 
great and small had been hurried away to 
their narrow homes beneath tue sod was the 
march of the epidemic stayed. A few pounds 
of sulphur, perhaps, properly burned with 
acid might have prevented this scourge. 
Much better would it have been to burn the 
cargo of the ship New York, or cast it Into 
the sea far from land rather than have such 
a visitation come upoan the city. 

This; was the last heard of cholera till 1833, 

when it destroyed 16,00 persons in England, 
114,000 in unhappy France, 12,000at Messina 
and 11,000 in the Persian city of Teheran. The 
following year the immigrant ships again 
brought it to New York, where 2,000 were laid 
iow, and again it was ccattered along the 
usualchannels. Philadelphia lost 500in that 
same .epidemic, Montreal lost 1,800and De- 
troit 1,000, and many of the smaller cities of 
New England each had its cholera scare. 
The pathway of the epidemic was every- 
where the pathway of emigration. It was 
the same thenasitisto-day. The same peril 
menaced the people, The same avenues 
were to be watched and guarded. The same 
barriers might have been erected, and if they 
had been would have proved just as effective 
as the present ones will doif honestly and 
vigilantly maintained. 


EFFECT ON THE FAIR, 


THE COMING OF CHOLERA MAY NECESSITATE A 
POSTPONEMENT. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Sept. 1.—Will the European 
epidemic of cholera affect the World’s Fair? 
The question has been raised as to whether it 
would not cripple the foreign exhibits, 
which, perhaps, might be responsible for the 
introduction of contagion into this country, 
andthis has given birth to the suggestion 
that the fair be postponed one year. Dis- 
patches from New York and Washington in- 
dicate that some apprehension Is felt in those 
cities that the cholera abroad will havea 
harmful effect upon the prospects of the fair 


so far as foreign exhibits are concerned. 
Many of these were to come from districts 
which are now infected with the scourge 
and it might be dangerous to accept goods 
sent here under such circumstances. 

Itis therefore suggested thatit might be 
well to postpone the exposition for another 
year. 

Director-General Davis does not think that 
the present condition of affairs warrants ‘the 
directors taking any action in the direction 
of postponing the fair. 6 

**Do you think the reported condition ofthe 
cholera is such as would affect thé prospects 
of the fair?’’ he was asked. 

‘*I do not at present.’’ 

‘Ir the cholera should spread would you 
advocate a postpohemernt?’’ 

‘*It would depend on circumstances. But I 
do not think such circumstances wili develop. 
I have paid no attention to the scare.’’ 
President H. N. Higginbotham is disposed 
to treat the scare lightly. 

**Why,’’ said he, ‘‘my family is in Paris, 
and when the plague story got out I wired 
asking for information and received an an- 
swer that there was no cholerain that city. I 
have not heard of any desire to postpone the 
fair because of the cholera,and as faras lI 
know it has not been discussed by the direc- 
tors.’’

The agents of the Cremorne state that she 
left Hamburg the day before choleru was dis- 
covered there.

The mar- 
Kets have been fcund to bein a filthy Gondi- 
tion, as wellas some of the smailer stores. 
If cholera reaches Montreal many of the cities 
along the river below will be in a perliggs 
position, as the sewage !s from the St. Lawe 
rence, from which many of these places de- 
rive their water supply. 

This city has not forgotten the plague of 
1832. 1t had already carried off 120,000 of the 
French, of whom 7,00) died in Purts within 
the space of elghteen days, In 1832, when five 
vesseis setting sali for Quebec lost 179 passen- 
gers on the voyage. All these ships and 
their passengers were quarantined at Grosse 
Isle, a few miles below Quebec, but they were 
not Kept there long enough apparently, for 
after the St. Lawrence steamer Votaseur had 
brought some of them up to Quebec and 
others to Montreal it was discovered, with 
unutterable horror, that some of them were 
infected with the disease. 

The first cases of cholera occurred in'a 
boarding-house in Montreal. 200 miles away, 
within thirty hours after leaving Grosse isle. 
Not a_ single house along the way was 
touched, with the following exceptions—a 
man picked up a mattress thrown overboard 
from the Voyageur, and he and his wife died 
ofthe disease; another man fishing on the 
river was asked to bury one of the dead. He 
and his wifeanda nephew died. An Indien 
who periormed a like office dled with five ef 
his companions. 

From Montreal the immigrants were scat- 
tered by the Emicrant Soclety, and the seeds 
were disseminated through the land. Over 
four thousand persons died in Montreal, and 
Kingston, Toronto and Niagara all became 
affected. Quebec lost nearly tive thousand 
souls. Detroit suffered, and so did other 
Citles along the great lakes, and then the 
cholera germs found their way to Fort Dedr- 
born and carried away many of the 
States troops stationed there. f 1,00 
men over two hundred were admitted to the 
hospitals within seven or eight days.

Precautionary Measures Promptly Taken 
To-Day. 


HEALTH COMMISSIONER BRENNAN ASK3 
ALL 8ST. LOUISANS TO CO-OPERATE. 


Hie Makes a Report to the Mayor Advo- 
cating an Increase of the Sanitary Staff 
—~Aoction Taken by the Street and Sewer 
Commissioners—The ‘* Post-Dispatch 
Sanitary Reports’’ Begin Promptly— 
Dangerous Nuisances Pointed Out. 


The people have at ohce taken advantage 
of the opportunity offered to secure the safety 
of St. Louls against cholera by a formal sys- 
tem of unofficial ‘‘sanitary reports’’ of dan- 
gerous nuisances, the reports to be made 
through the Post-DIsPatcHn. In accordance 
with the article published yesterday, the fol- 
lowing letters were received to-day and are 
now published, the exact location of the 
private houses complained.of not being made 
public, but giventothe Health Department 
for investigation. The letters are as foilows:

CITY OFFICIALS TAKING EXTRA PRECAUTIONS. 

About noon to-day Health Commissioner 
Brennan made a formal report to Mayor Noo- 
nan on the cholera question as viewed by the 
local Board of Health following the alarming 
news from New York yesterday. ‘The report 
wlll be found below. The street Commis- 
sioner and the Sewer Commissioner are acting 
in co-operation with the Health Department 
in special efforts to clean the city thoroughly. 
A conriference between the Health, Street and 
Sewer commissioners and Mayor Noonan will 
probably be held at once, at which the Mayor 
will consult with the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee as tothe special appropriations that 
will be necessary to carry out the work of a 
Vigorous cleansing of the city. Mayor 
Noonan said to a Post-DISPATCH reporter to- 
day: 

**I cannot yet go into detallasto the work 
that willhaveto be done. You can say that 
not a thing will be left undone that will aid 
in dispelling all danger of the cholera obtain- 
ing a foothold in St. Louis. All the precau- 
tionary measures known tothe nineteenth 
century will be brought Into service. The 
Post-DisPpATcH plan. of securing general re- 
ports of the city’s condition from ali its read- 
ers will greatly assist in the work.’’ 

Heaith Commissioner Brennan said: 

‘*There is no occasion for alarm, but we 
are now beginning special measures to still 
further insure safety. We have yet,to hear of 
acase ofcholera developing in this country. 
Should such a case be reported from New 
York or Boston, the Canadian border or else- 
where, St. Louis wo@ld at once establish a 
strict river and rail quarantine.’’, 

» Chief Sanitary Officer Francis said: 

‘*I shall add twelve additional sanitary in- 
Spectors and fumigators tomy staff at once. 
This a¢tion istaken not because there: Is 

resent danger, but because it is necessary 

o train men for this work so that they would 
be ready for active service in the event of 

necessity arising for such service.’’ 

Street Commissioner Murphy said:

Owlg to the recent Mississipp! flood Mill 
Creek sewer was choked, and decaying ani- 
mal matter was lodged to its walls as far up 
as Broadway.

The greatest danger fromthe sewer 
arises from the matter discharged in them by 
slaughter-houses, dairies, chemical works, 
oli mills, and butcher shops, in violation of 
the city ordinances.

‘HEALTH COMMISSIONER’S REPORT, 

At 12:30 o’clock this afternoon a conference 
was heldin the Mayor’s office at which His 
Honor, &treet Commissioner Murphy, 
City Comptroller Stevenson and Health Com- 
missioner Brennan were present. 

The Health Commissioner presented the 
following communication, which was read:

Sin—While itis not probable that our city will be 
visited by eholera this year, still | deem it Dest thar 
our citizens should be warned as to where the danger 
of its prone ration lies that they may co-operate with 
the Healt Department in not only  pilac- 
i the city in as good a sanitary condi- 

as possidle, but thatthey may keep it 
All investigations on the subject of cholera 
show clearly thatit tends to spread in the lines of 
business and travel; hence quarantine of the strict- 
est character isthe best safeguard, for without in- 
troductions into this zone, the cholera germ could 
not flourish. 

After its introduction, however, it may find a 
fruitful soil, unjess our citizens observe most con- 
scientiously the sanitary laws. The Health Depart- 
ment expects the public’s asaistance, With it much 
= be done, withoutit the progress would be but 
slow. 

Among the predisposing causes of the fatal disease 
are personal uncleaniiness, impure fecd and water, 
intemperance and general unhygienic conditions 
with which the tenement and poorer districts are 
eurronnded, That our citizens may 
understand procedures are neces- 
sary to abate the nuisances which mav 
exist, itis well for them to know where to direct 
their complaints, for at all times the Health De- 
partment isin receipt of communications in relation 
to matters over which it has no control. Lately 
these complaints have greatiy increased in volume, 
and that the responsibility for seeming megiect may 
be properiy placed. submit the following 
statements: Filthy streets, gutters and alleys 
are daily reported to this department. The clean- 
ing of streets, gutters and alleys is under the charge 
of the Street Depnartinent (see sec. 1203, art. 5, 
chap. 32, rev. ord. 87). and by sec. 360, art. 8, 
chap. 14, rev. ord. 87, it is made the duty of the 
police to report to the Street Commissioner all 
streets and alleys that require cleaning. 

The Heaith Department has nothing to do with the 
cleaning of streets, and it is not responsible for 
their condition. Itis only the paved and macadam- 
ized alleys that the law requires the Street Commis- 
sioner to clean; the cleaning of unpaved alleys is 
not in any way provided for, ana it rests very much 
withthe residents of the biocks in which these 
yf are located to keep them in good sanitary con- 
dition. 

The law provides that no persons shall throw any 


| filth, kitchen slops, manure, etc., ip oron any public 
| alley or street, or on any vacant lots. 


The penaity 
is preseribed for people viclating this prevision of 
the law, andit is mace the duty of the police to 
watch for and arrest persons who violate it. 

I therefore recommend to persons living in blocks 
where alleys are unpaved to be exceediugiv 
particular in regard to throwing refuse in these 
alleys,and when they see violations of the law to 
call the matter to the attention of the police. 

The Health Departmest bas no means of cleaning 
unpaved alleys, and it is a police duty to guard 
against the alleys being made the receptacle 
of filth. Sewers are daily reported in this 
department: sometimes in relation to their being 
sometimes regarding their odor.

PROTECTION AND THE COOPERS’ TRADE. 

P, T. Zimmerman, a cooper, employed in 
the St. Louis Cooperage Co.’s works, givesa 
few facts and figures showing what the pro- 
tective tar!f?’ has done in the past twenty 
years for that trade. From a fellow work- 
man, Mr. A. Toebben, who employed a num- 
| ber of men between 1864 and 1874, he obtained 
/ the scale paid then and the wages earned 
now. In 1864 a cooper was paid $1 for making 
a pork barrel, $1.10 for lard and whisky bar- 
reis and $1.25 for a castor oll barrel. At that 
rate the mencould make from $10 to $]8 
a week, or average about $12 a 
week. They were employed regardless 
of their dexterity or how rapidly they could 
work. From 1874 to 1884 wages dropped nearly 
one-fourth. Fora pork Darrel a cooper re- 
ceived 75 cents. for lard and whisky barrels 
85 cents; and tor castor oll barrels 90 cents. 
At this rate the men could earn from $8 to $14 
a week, or averaged about $10. At 
‘that time workmet employed by the 
| day were paid on an average 
| $2.50. Under the McKinley protective tariff 

the waves have dropped to one-fourth the 
‘amount paid per barrel in 1864 to 1874. They 
are now receiving 22 cents fora pork barrel, 
where they formerly were paid $1; 2 cents 
for a lard barrel, where they were 
paid $1.10; 30 cents for a whisky 
barrel, where they received $1.10. 
For making coal oil barrels they receive 
18 cents-and fora half barrel, 15 cents. At 
these Wages a cooper can earn on an average 
| $7 a week, where before he received $12. The 
‘average wages paid a man who works by the 
‘day is$2. To receive more than this they 
must be wonderfully quick and big and 
strong men. Though the demand for barrels 
has increased and there are more barrels 
| made the wages of the men who make them 

have steadily declined. 
Mr. Zimmerman had previously contributed 
| $1 to the fund and he brought 10 cents more, 

‘‘I can’t afford to give more than I do,’’ he 
said, ‘‘because my earnings barely support 
me. Iama hard-working man, as these will 
show.’’ He held up a pair of hands that 
were hard as born and callous all over, 
‘‘They show how hard I work§’’ he contin- 
} ued, ‘‘and lam temperate and economical, 
yet all my labor does is simply to feed me, 
It is hard for me to spare the money to buy 
cheap clothes. WhenlIhaveto buy a hat or 
a pair of shoes it stintsme. My food and 
my poor clothes represent all I have in re- 
turn for hard and industrious work. 

‘‘I useto bea Republican because I was 
| brought upone, but Ibecame & Democrat 
when I beganto think ter myself. Taman 
uneducated man and kn owl cannot under 
stand these problems as some men do, but 
there is one thingI could never get over; I 
can’t see how one law will give protection to 
both the capitalist and the working-man. If 
the law protects the capitalist it must injure 
the’ working-man, Workmen want high 
wa ges, capitalists want them low ; protection 
to the capitalist means that he can have 
| what he wants—low wages, and that leaves 
the workingman unprotected and forbids him 
to have what he wants—higher wages.

Cholera in Winter. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Ihave gained so much valuable informa- 
tion of different kinds from your editorial 
columns that Iam loath to take exception to 
anything therein, but your comment yester- 
day on the quotation ‘‘Cholera has often 
raged flercely in winter,’’ to the effect that 
this was true only in climates where winter 


frosts are unknown Ig so llable,in my opinion, 
to mislead the public, that I beg to cail at- 
tention to the inaccuracy of the claim ad- 
vanced. 

Cholera is not taken by its victims either 
through their ears or eyes, nor ts it carried 
on the winds and breathed in, else it would 
not depend on ships to bring it across the 
ocean. Iftis d!sease enters the system by 
being swallowed it must be because some 
part of the food or drink of the person at- 
tacked has been contaminated by choleraic 
poison from some previous case; for cholera 
can only beget cholera and be begotten by it, 
and it thus stands as the type of the mogt 
acute filth disease known to medicine. 

An 1ill-guarded water supply is the common 
means of spreading disease, the excreta trom 
cholera patients being carelessly thrown on 
the ground or cast into sinks, pits, cesspools, 
etc,, which leak into wells, thus carrying the 
cholera germsto all the people who draw 
their supplies of water for domestic use from 
such sources. 

Surface wells of even moderate depth in 
climates more severe in winter than ours are 
not liable to freeze, and evenif they were it 
has not been shown that freezing will de- 
stroy the cholera bacillus; and as the mucous 
surfaces of the human stomach and bowels 
are jus: as susceptible to the attacks ofthe 
microbe in winterasin summer your asser- 
tion falis of support, evenin the absence of 
overwhelming proof to the contrary aiforded 
by theexperience of winter epidemics of 
cholera in northern latitudes. 

One of the minor plagues of threatened or 
real epidemics is the flood of advice poured 
out to the public by doctors, wise or other- 
wise, as witness the fatuous counsel given by 
acontributor in your paper yesterday that 
liver of sulphur worn in the shoes would pre- 
vent cholera; also the bosh that copper and 
tobacco workers were not affected by it, 

To the preventive named why was there 
notaddeda buckeye plucked inthe dark of 
the moon, for the pocket, and the left hind 
foot of a rabbit Killed at midnight, to be worn 
around the neck—both potent charms against 
evil!

THROUGH THE DRAW 


Passenger Train Wrecked on a Hudson 
River Bridge. 


THREE MEN KILLED INSTANTLY AND 
TWO OTHERS INJURED.

Engine, Tender and Mail Car Dash Into 
an Open Bridges While Running a Mile 
a Minute—Five Men Drowned— 
Schooner and Crew Lost—Casualty 
Record, 


NEWBURGH, N. Y., Sept. 1.—The fast mail 
trainon the Hudson River Railroad met dis- 
asterat New Hamburg draw-bridge at 6:10 
o’clock this morning, the scene of tlie fright- 
fulaccident nearly twenty yearsago. The 
éngineér, fireman anda mailclerk were in- 
Stantly killed and two others Slightly in- 
jured, 

The draw had been opened to let the little 
steamer Young America pass through, and 
was being closed when the train came north- 
ward. <A gap of several feet renmrained when 
theengine reached the draw, going at the 
rate of nearly a mile a minute. The engine 
jumpedthe gap, but the rear end of the 
tender dropped enough to stop the 
progress of the train. The mail car, 
crashing into the tender, pushed it against 
the engine. The engine, tender and forward 
end of the mail car were smashed. The en- 
gineer and fireman were crushed under the 
caband killed instantly. There were two 
clerks inthe mail car. J. Kane of Cohoes 
was kilied, and his body was shockingly 
mangled, The other clerk was not injured. 
After the mail car came two baggage or 
Steerage cars. Conductor Wm. L. Todd and 
Trainman John Hitchcock were in the for- 
ward end of.the first baggage car, J. H. 
O’Neil, atrainman, wasin the rear part of 
the same car. Todd and Hitehcock were 
thrown againstthe rearendofthecar. The 
former was hurt about the head and bruised 
about the body, but was able to walk tothe 
New Mamburg Station and send off dis- 
patches regarding the accident. Hitchcock 
had one finger cut. Otherwise he escaped 
injury. O’Neil was not hart. 

The train that leaves Poughkeepsie at 6:20, 
south-bound, came alongten minutes after 
the accident. It had on board a large number 
of laborers on the way to their daily toil. They 
Were at once setat work to get the draw- 
bridge closed, and they succeeded in doing 
sOinhaif anhour. The engine, tender and 
mailcar were utterly wrecked and much of 
the mail wastorn into fragments. The de- 
bris from the wreck obstructed theedown 
track. This was soon cleared away and 
trainswererun around the wreck on the up 
track. Richard McGoldricx, the  bridge- 
tender who wason duty last night, asserts 
that all the signals were properly set. 

Owens, the dead engineer, was one ofthe 
best known employes of the road. 

A freight train that followed the mail was 
flagged when it was about two hundred feet 
from‘the wreck. Kane has been in the rail- 
way mailservice only eight months. The 
traih was known as the special mail No, 21, 
leaving Grand Central Depot, New York, at 
4:35, reaching New Hamburg at 6:15. 

On the night of Feb. 6, 1871, onthis same 
draw bridge, a train, Known asthe second 


PPacific express, struck an oil car that had 


left the rails. The express was wrecked and 
seton fire, and about twenty-five persons 
were burned to death.

Sisters of Charity to Secure a New Site for 
St. Mary’s Asyium., 

The Sisters of Charity who have charge of 
St. Mary’s Female Orphan Asylum on the 
northeast corner of Tenth and Biddle streets, 
are anxious to move and are seeking for 
funds to purchase a site for the new asylum, 
The asylum was established fifty years ago 
by the charitable Mrs, Biddle in what was 
then a thinly settled country-like neighbor- 
hood. Butwith the advance of thectity’s 
thousands, St. Mary’s Asylum has become 


imbedded in one of the most forbidding and 
immoral spots of st. Louls, The Sisters 
of Charity who have charge of the asylum, 
theretore feel that they are obligated to 
abandon the place for the sake of the 200 
orphan children whose spiritual and tempor- 
al interests they have at heart. Several 
charitabie persons have responded with 
liberal contributions but much more remains 
to ve done to place in the hands of the sisters 
funds suffictent to buy the ground 
for the new asylum. The present institution 
occupies a lot which fronts 125 feeton Riddler 
street and 240 feet on Tenth street. The buila- 
ing has accommudations for about one hun- 
dred children, but there are never less than 
200 little ones in the asyium, whom the 
sisters could notturnaway. Of this number 
150 are. under 9 years of ave, and the others 
are between 9 und WM years, There 
are among them the motherless and father. 
less of every creed in &f. Louls, and 
the sisters, wio are completély dependent 
upon the publiceven for the necessaries of 
lire, receive contributions from people of 
every shade of religious belief. As has been 
before sald, the neighborhood of the asylum 
is surcharged with the germs of moral dis- 
ease. The notorious Tenth street yard faces 
the walls of the asylum on the west and the 
swarms of negroes who resort there make 
the night hideous with their oaths and 
brawls, robbing the sisters and the 
children of their sleep and peace of mind, 
Negroes and a low ciass of whites reside on 
Biddle street, on the south side of the asylum 
and in tue alley on the east side.

OBITUARY. 


Death of Jean Roemer, Half Brother of 
William IL cf Holland. 

NEW YorK, Sept. 1.—Prof. Jean Roemer, 
author, soldier and scholar, Vice-President 
of the College of the City of New York, half 
brother of the late William II., King of Hol- 
land, and at one time talked of as a syccessor 
to the throne, was found fiead yesterday 
morning in his room af-.the Curtis House, 
Lenox, Mass. He was 88 years old, leart 
disease was the cause Of death. Prof. 
Roemer, who was the illegitimate relative of 
Alexander Paul Frederick Louis William 1lI., 
King of the Netherlands, Prince of Orange- 


Nassau, Grand Duke of Luxembourg and 
Duke of Limburg, who died at The Hague, 
Nov. 28, 1890, was bora in England. Before 
the death of his father, Willlam 1., which oc- 
curred in 1849, the Dutch people were desir- 
ous of calling Jean Roemer Dack to Holiand 
with a view of his succession to the throne. 

In infancy Jean Roemer was taken to Han- 
overand afterwards to Holland. His early 
education was conducted by private tutors. 
The boy was destined forthe army. He served 
on the Dutch side throughout the war of 
secession between Holland and Belgium and 
wasa brilliant soldier. Atthe concilusiox, of 
the warhe completed his studies at LOw- 
bardy under Field Marshal Radesk!. Somoe- 
time after the death of his father, Mr 
Roemer set forth his rights to the title and\ 
estate, the right to which was denied him, 
Strong efforts on behalf of the claimant 
availed him nothing. In 1868 a congress of. 
German sovereigns’ effort at reconciliation. 
produced no result. In 1868 Prof. Koemer 
became professor of French in the New York 
Free Academy. In 1869 he was appointed 
Vice-President of the Uollege of the City of 
New York,a post he held up tothe hour of 
his death, is department of instruction . 
was French and French Hterature. Among 
the works he. published were a ‘*Dictionary 
of English-French ldioms,’’ egy ees A Its His- 
tory,’’ and ‘‘Origins of the English People 
and of the English Language.’’

RUSSIA'S BOLD ACT. 


Canada Aroused at the Seal Fisheries 
Outrage. 


A WARSHIP ASKED FOR TO PROTECT 
BEHRING SEA VESSELS. 


The Affair Likely to Grow Into an Inter- 
national Clash—Ducls Prejected Be- 
tween French Officers — Labouchere 
Lampooned by the British Press—Gen- 
eral Foreign News—Brief Mention. 


VicToria, British Columbia, Sept. 1.—The 
news of the seizure of one San Francisco 
sealer and three Victoria sealers by the Rus- 
sian gunboats has createda great sensation 
here. It is pronounced by sealers here as a 
gross outrage. 

A meeting of the British Columbia Sealers’ 
Association was hurriedly called and the case 
was discussed in all its phases. The meeting 
was held with closed doors and the only fact 
reported wasthat the solicitor for the asso- 
ciation had been instructed to prepare a full 
statement ofthe details of the case to De 
telegraphed to Sir Jobn Abbott, Premier of 
the Dominion of Cttawa. Theodore Davie, 
Provincial Premier, also toox the matter up 
and has bad affidavits embodying the main 
facts prepared for the use of the department 
at Ottawa, 

Capt. J. C. Fox, President of the Sealers’ 
Association, said: ‘‘We have notified the 
Government, but I hope for no action. There 
‘was nothing particularly uncharitable in 
what the Russians did, viewed In the light of 
past events. For three years the United 
States seized our vessels without warning. 
The crews were fast ashore at Sitka and the 
men who seized our vessels cared not how the 
crews reached home. In this case the Rus- 
sian officer seems to have shown a little 
solicitude on beltialf of the men who wanted 
to gethome. There was a time when with 
pride, almost sensitive, the nations of the 
world protected their fing onthe high seas. 
But now chivalry and valor have given way 
in part to contemptible policy. 1 guess the 
British fiag on the Canadian vessels can be 
trampled on quite safely.’’ 

General action wil! be taken to bring the 
seizure tothe attention of the Government 
and to obtain redress. The Board of Trade 
Will embody the facts in a memorial to 
Ottawa immediately and the Vancouver 

toarda will be requested to co-operate. At- 
torney-General Davis has also taken action. 
Captains Keefe, Daily and McLeod have made 
affidavits and these Davis will probably take 
to Ottawa and lay them before the Govern- 
ment in person. Collector Milne will also 
forward a statement. 

According to the records of the Sealing As- 
sociation there are yet forty-three seallng 
sclloopers out, all having received tinstruc- 
tions, after getting the catch out, to go to 
the Russian and Japan coasts. It seems cer- 
tain that these may be captured, and if the 
same measures are adopted the crews will be 
left to perish on the barren shores of the 

jehring sea. ‘Ihe loss shown eventually will 
be enormous, each of the schooners being 
valued at between $5,000 and $20,000. The 
worst of all is that the sealers have no means 
of warning thelr schooners. <A request has 
beensent to Admiral Hotham to send a war- 
ship to the Russian coast to protect the 
British interests. 

LABOUCHERE LAMPOONED. 
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PICTURESQUE EDITOR GETS IT FROM ALL 
SIDES. 

1.—The Labouchere affair 
has raised a discussion in the newspapers as 
to whether the Queen hasa constitutional 

right to interfere withthe selection of min- 


isters. 

The Globe (Conservative), in setting forth 
its views onthe question, Ssaysitis an ex- 
ceedingly strange doctrine that holds the 
crowd has no sort of right te an opinion. 

The St. James Gazette (Conservative), says: 
‘*The radical view ofthe Queen’s position 
and rights is of more importance 
than that much cracked vase, Mr. 
Labouchere’s reputation for decency. 
If the Queen acted as described, she 
was absolutely justified. On the strictest 
constitutional theory, thatthe crowfl hasa 
choice if the Premier begins a course of hard- 
lv concealed revolution witha chance ma- 
jority dependent upon the Irish vote, the 
sovereign might dismiss the ministers, 
dissolve Parliament and appeal tothe coun- 
try. 

The Pail Mail Gazette (lAberal) says: ‘‘The 
Premier, in complying with the objection of 
the sovereign nomination, accepts the whole 
responsibility. He can insist upon his homi- 
nee if he chooses, but if he does not think his 
proposed colleague of sufficient importance 
to justify the necessary presstire he has a 
right to sbelter himself under the objections 
of the sovereign.’”’ 

The Times says ‘*Mr. Labouchere has not 
adduced an atom of proof in support of 
either of his contentions. His sole aim isto 
provide spicy paragraphs for his paper, 
Truth. He does not want to enter the Cabi- 
net for various reasons.’’ 

The Standardinan editorial this morning 
says: ‘‘Weregrettohaveto confess that as 
bad as Mr. Labouchere figuresin the corres- 
pondence between himself and Mr. Glad- 
stone, be gets the best of the personal en- 
counter of Mr. Gladstone. Why did not Mr. 
Gladstone say plainly and plumply that he 
did not regard Mr. Labouchere as being fit 
for the cabinet instead of covering him with 
compliments and leaving the reader to 
wonder why he was not appointed. The 
universal feeling will be that the Queen is 
entirely unaffected by this sorry inconclusive 
correspondence.

OBSERVATIONS IN A PERUVIAN 
OBSERVATORY. 

AREQUIPA, Peru, Sept. 1.—Prof. Pickering 
reports from the Observatory here that Mars 
has two mountain ranges near the south pole, 
Melted sncw has collected between them be- 
‘sore flowing northward. In the equatorial 
mountain regions snow fell on two summits 
Aug. 5,anda melted Aug. 7. Eleven lakes 
were seen near Solislocus, varying in area 
from 80x100 miles to 40x40 miles. Branch- 
ing dark lineg connect them with two large 
dark areas like seas, but not blue. There 
has been much trouble since the snow melted 
inthe Arean clouds. These clouds are not 
white but yellowish and partly transparent. 
They now seen to be breaking up but they 
hang densely on the south side of the moun- 
tain range, The northern green spot has 
been photographed, Many of Schiaparelli’s 
Canals have been seen single.

The most notable chapter in prize-ring his- 
tory will be that written in description of the 
pugilistic carnival that takes place early 
next week and in it the Olympic Athietic 
Club will figure most prominently.

Mystery Deepening in the McWhorter 
Murder Case. 

FRESNO, Cal., Sept. 1,—Notwithstanding 
the general belief that persons have been ar- 
rested on charges of being implicated in the 
murder of 8. B. McWhorter, the Sheriff still 
denies that such arrests have been made.

gated over 32,000,000 bu. Present large stocks 
naturally render buyers temporarily indifferent tw 
whatevermay bein store in the future. But if 
we can rely on the Supiininssy Official and other- 
wise reliable stimates of the various 
crops, the future, as far asconcerns supply and de- 
mand, is by no Means so discouraging as the pres- 
ent condition of the trade would seem to indicate. 
A brief examination of the crops as at present in- 
dicated in America, Canana, kuropean Rutesia 
France, Hungary. Italy, Germany, Kottmania, Bul- 
garia India and the United Kingdom shows, in fact,

Arkansas Will Raise More Wheat and 
Less Cotton. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Sept. 1.—The farmers 
of Bradley County held a meeting yesterday 
in the Court-house at Warrento @Qiscuss the 
question as to what should be their leading 
crop next year. It was decided that less 
attention should be given to cotton and more 
to the raising of wheat. Township com- 


mittees were appointed and on Monday, 
while the State election is in progress, these 
committees wlll interview the farmers how 
many acres each will sow in wheat. 
A meeting will be-held the latter part of 
next week at Bradley at which they will 
make theirreports. The leading farmers of 
Bradley areinfavor of the movement and 
the prospect isthata large acreage will be 
sown in wheat. In ante-bellum days con- 
siderable wheat was grown in South Ar- 
kansas, especially in the Redland district, 
and a sufficient yield was produced to main- 
tain several flouring- mills of smail capacity. 
At present there are no mills of this kind in 
that section of the State.

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GREETING THE PRESIDENT. 


—- —— — 


Mr. Harrison’s Address to the People of 
White Plains. 

New York, Sept. 1.—President Harrison 
abandoned his proposed trip through North- 
ern New York on which he was to start from 
White Plains, and went back to Washington 
post haste to consult with his Cabinet con- 
cernine measures advisable to repel the 
threatened invasion of cholera. When the 
guests invited by Mr. Reid to meet the Pres- 
identat dinner at Ophir Farm last night 
reached the mansion of the vice- presidential 
candidate they were informed that 
the President had decided to return 
at once to Washington. He ar- 
rived at this decision shortly after 6 
o’clock and within half an hour after he re- 
ceived messages from Secretary Foster of the 


Treasury Department and Attorney-General 
Miller informing him of the cholera invasion 
and asking that means should be taken to 
prevent the spread of thescourge. The Pres- 
ident first heard the news in regard to the 
Moravia through a telephone message re- 
ceived by Mr. Reid at Ophir farm. Quickly 
following this camethe dispatches from the 
twocabinet officers. The President and Mr. 
Reid held a consultation immediately and it 
was decided that the President could best 
consult with his subordinatesin the matter 
by going to Washington. Accordingly he 
left Ophir Farm at 9:30 o’clock and tooka 
special train over the Harlem division of the 
New York Centralat White Plains, reaching 
the Grand Central station in this city at 10:55 
o’clock. He was driven immediately tothe 
Sixth avenue elevated station and took a 
train for Desbrosses street ferry. At mid- 
night a regular Penngylvania Raltlroad train 
bearing the President, Secretary Halford and 
Executive Clerk Tibbott left Jersey City for 
Washineton. 

After deciding to return to Washington,the 
President sat downto dinner at Ophir Farm 
with a party of fifteen. It included, besides 
the host and the members of his family, 
Chairman 7.H. Carter of the Republican 
National Committee; Gen. J. &. Clarkson, ex- 
Chairman of the Republican National Com- 
mittee; Russell HarrisonandsS. V. R.Cruger. 
The dinner was purely informal, and onits 
conclusion the party proceeded to the front 
of the Reid mansion, where friends, neigh- 
borsandthe people from White Plains, to 
the number of 800, with two brass bands and 
the localG. A. R. post, had assembied. They 
had come in vehicies, on horseback and on 
foot. When the President and Mr. 
Reid appeared on the broad por- 
tico a great shout went up from. the 
gathering and the cheers were taken up again 
andavain, anda the bands played ‘‘Hall to 
the Chief.’’ When quiet had been restored 
Mr. Reid stepped forward and ina clear voice 
thanked his friends and neighbors for the 
honor they paid his guest. He told them 
there was no politics in the gathering and 
said he was under no illusion, nor was the 
President, as to the political opinion ofa 
majority of the voters of Westchester 
County. Neither were they under sany 
illusions asjto the sterling patriotism which, 
he believed underlay all political parties in 
this country, and which never failed to show 
the proper regard and respect for any man 
inthe high place of Chief Magistrate. He 
then introduced the President, who was 
greeted with prolonged cheering. Then he 
madea brief speech in which he told the 
gathering of his sudden decision to return 
to Washineton. He said: 

FELLOW CITIZENS—Your neighbor and friend, 
and my friend and host, chose the better part when 
he decided to become a candidate for the Vice-Pres- 
idency. Underthe constitution heis allowed a va- 
cation. [Laughter.] Under the rules of the Senate 
over which he presides he isallowed a substitute, 
{Laughter. } Je y 

The President of the United States cannot ad- 
journ, take a recess ordevvive upon anybody else 
the duties that are devolved by the constitution upon 
him. Ihave been reminded here to-day how littie I 
am able, with reference to the aemands of my own 
family, to the suggestions of pleasure, to control my 
owntime. The danger which has toeday become 
immineut that adreaded plague may force its un- 
welcome entrance intothis country has suddenly 
changed ali my plans and Calls me at the summons of 
animperative duty, to Washington, to consult with 
my associatesin the administration, whether any 


further precautions may be taken under the law to@ 


protect your homes from the pestilence. [Ap- 
plause.) 

We are upon historic ground; the citizens of 
Westchester County should be, as Mr. Reid has cer- 
tified they are, a patriotic people. The incidents 
connected with the revolutionary struggles which 
were enacte:!| upcn yoursoil should be made known 
to yuur childrenand should be in every family an 
inspiration gto patriotic living. [fApplause.j~ A 
country that many tens of thousands of men have 
thougiit worthy to die for, is worthy to be lived for 
by every American citizen. [Applause.] These in- 
stitutions of government which came out of the reve 
olutionary struggle baptized in blooa at the begin- 
ning ana rebaptized by God in his wire dealings 
with us and brought face to face with theincongruity 
of slavery with freedom; where by the struggle of 
a great civil war, the declaration of independence 
was made a living reality forevery une made in God’s 
image who dweit upon our soil. thank you most 
sincereiy for the evidence of your respect.

The reception lasted half an hour, and 
when the last person had filed past the Presi. 
dent and Mr. Reid hasty good-byes were 
saidand the presidential party started for

The President, Chairman Carter and Gen. 
Clarkson were driven to the station by Mr. 
Reid. Another great crowd had assembled 
in and about the station building, and after 
some little waiting in the midst of the egger, 
curious mass of people, a special car tnat 
had been summoned from New York drew 
up to the platform and the presidential party 
were whirled away from White Plains. Nt 
Reid accompanied the President as far as 
Mount Vernon. Quick time was madeto the 
Grand Central Station. ‘The President’s 
arrival there was not anticipated and he 
managed to get to Jersey City without inci- 
dent. siessrs. Carter, Clarkson, Russell Har- 
rison and a score of others accompanied, the 
President from White Plainsto Jersey City. 
The President has not abandoned his pro- 
ed tripentirely. Ifheisnot detained in 
ashington for more than a week, he will 
return to Loon Lake via New York City. and 
the route he intended totake.

‘FELL FROM A CAR. 


The Unknown Man Who Died at the Hos- 
pital Was Not Murdered. 

The unknown man who was thrown from a 
cable train infront of 1913 North Broadway 
at 7:30 o’clock last Sunday night, died at the 
City Hospital last evening of a fractured 
skull. He did not recover consciousness 
from the time he fell off the car Sunday night 
until he died, and his name or residence was 
not learned. Intryingto board gripcar No. 
32 of the Broadway line, going south, the 
man fell, his head striking the granite pave- 


ment. He was unconscious when picked up 
and Thomas Reilly, a private 
watchman, who witnessed the accident, 
carried him into Hall & Brown’s machine 
shop with the assistance of the conductor, 
M. L. Capening. An ambulance was called 
and the man was taken tothe Dispensary, 
where the doctor examined him and said it 
was a plain case of drunk, as the unknown’s 
breath smelied strong of alcohol. No brutse 
or contusion of any kind was found on the 
head or elsewhere. The man was

At the hospital Dr. Marks tried every way to 
restore consciousness but didnot succeed, 
and the patient died at 7:300’clock last night. 
Dr. Chambers made a post-mortem examin- 
ation last night, and though the scalp was 
unbroken he found the skull had a fracture 
eight inches long extending from the right 
ear across the top of the skull to a point over 
the right eye. Aclotof blood had formed 
under the skull and pressed inon the brain, 
Dr. Chambers said the patient died of a frac- 
tured skull. The body has been placedona 
slab at the Morgue, where it will remain un- 
til Saturday for identification. This is the 
case which was written upin the morning 
papers as a mysterious murder.

Then followed all sorts of perform- 
ances, wild shrieking, beating of heads, scat- 
tering of incense, bowing under colored 
lightsand accompanied allthe while by the 
medcaening howling.

Crop and Weather Rsport. 

Weather crop bulletin for Missouri, issued 
by the Central Weather Bureau office at 
Columbia, Mo., in conjunction with the State 
Board of Agriculture, for the week ending 
Aug. 27, states that warm sunshiny days and 
cool nights with heavy dews have proven 
most acceptable and beneficialto plant life. 
The rainfall was insufficient except ina few 


scattering counties in the Northwest and 
southwest sections, and a good general rain 
needed, especially by 
late corn, pastures and meadows. 
Little change can be noticed in the crop con- 
ditions. Haying and wheat and oat harvest 
are finished. stacking and threshing are in 
about the same condition, and grainis being 
marketed at low prices. Late corn; potatoes 
and fruit havea poor outlook, Plowing is 
being pushed wherever condition of ground 
will permit, and better than an average 
wheat acreage is promised if season is favor- 
able. Potato bugs are numerous and de- 
structive,: while the diseased chinch bugs 
distributed by the Secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture have materially de- 
creased the ravages ofthe pest. The report 
also states that from best reports fall of 
one-fourth of anineh of rain was received 
over the State Sunday night and Monday fore- 
noon.. The amount was insufficient for agri- 
cultural needs, but will relieve for the time 
being the conditions which thrreaten the ag- 
ricultural interests.

WEATHER BUREAU OBSERVATIONS. 


Some Interesting Facts Discovered in Re- 
lation to Thunderstorms. 

The observations recently undertaken by 
the Weather Bureauin regard to thunder- 
storms have demonstrated some interesting 
facts. Besides proving that they are local in 
their nature, and of smallextent, much light 
They 
are nearly invariably caused by a warm cur- 
rent of air meeting and underlying a colder 
current. When this occurs acondition of un- 
stable equilibrium Is established, which tends 
toastorm. The colder air being the heavier 


sinks through the warmer substratum. In 
so doing the lower aliris cooled, a decline of 
20 deg. cuts Just in half the capacity of air 
for holding water in suspension. The first re- 
sult of the commingling is the condensation of 
the evaporated water. and the formation of 
clouds. Sometimes the difference in temper- 
ature Is not great, andin sucha case stable 
equilibrium is established without precipita- 
tion. Butin other cases the qiris so cvoled 
as not, 
to be 


even in 


the form of clouds, 
able to 


carry the water, 
and precipitation follows. Concome 
itant to the formation of the clouds ig 
the discharge of electricity from a negatively 
toa positively charged cloud. A _ process of 
what is Known as ‘‘upsetting’’ ensues, 
which can often be noticed by the casual ob- 
server, the cloud turning completely over, 
the warmer one rising to the top and the 
cooler sinking to the bottom. After a com-

Malisable Iron Works Soon to Start Up— 
Items of Interest. : 

It willbe but a short time until East St. 
Louls’ new industry, the malleable iron 
works, will bein operation. The Dulldings 
originally planned for erection were com- 


pleted several monthsago. They are ofbrick, 
substantially built and cover severai acres 
of ground. A few weeks agothe work of re- 
moving the machinery from the old plant in 
one epee to the new factories here 

and when all the machinery 
he heen transferred it became apparent 
that there was not sufficient space in the 
bulidings already erected to accommodate 
the hundreds of Machines to be put in post- 
tion. With prompt action the directors of 
the nr therefore decided to 
have other ulldings erected at once 
and work on them is now procressing rap- 
idly. Two new buildings are being put up, 
one of rick and (‘another of wood. 
The frame structure is already 
half finished, while the foundations 
for the brick building are nearly completed. 
Meanwhile a large force of machinists are at 
work putting machinery in place in the 
butidings already erected, and numerous 
laborers are employed transferring and 
storing materials for future use. When the 
plant is in readiness for operation to its full 
est capacity there will be employment for 
several thousand persons, and it is expected 
that the influx of mechanics to the 
city wlll have the effect of building upthe 
residence additions in the vicinity. A num- 
ber of new dwellings have been bulit near 
the works and many others arein course of 
erection. Real estate in that part of 
the city has lately been in great 
demand, asthereis no doubt that the sec- 
tion will be bulltup rapidly as soon asthe 
malleabie iron works arein operation, and 
investments in such —§ property cannot 
fail to be profitable. In addition 
to this large plant there are the 
giassworks, the steel post works and the 
Wurpel Switch Worksin the same vicinity. 
The glassworks, which were inoperative dur- 
ing the heated te rm, willresume next Mon- 
day, and theswitch works are alin st com- 
pleted, while the steel post factory has been 
in operation for some time, With thé@se 
four manufactories in steady operation the 
er § will steadily improve,
